Citie was ſeatedon mount Sion and mount Moria: to the 
noꝛth parte whereof;was mount Caluarie without the gates 
of the olde citie, about a ſtones caſte and no further. But now 
I finde this new citie ſcituated ſo farre to the Nozth parte,

This Chappel is incloſed with a Church, and yet not 
it onely, but therewith is circkledin , all the befoze named 
Poly places , mf. where Chꝛiſt was whipt : where hee 
was in paiſon : where his garments were deuided: where the 
Croſſe was found: where he was crowned with Zhoznes:

ſeeing that nothing cold appeaſe them but our two Mules, af- 
ter he had bens ſoze wounded, he deliuered them vnto the 0- 
thers Ianiſaries, 92 elſe I had there bene flainee after all my 
long. and wearie iournep, being within ſiue miles ol my ſhip, 
that laid in the road at Alexandria, and ſo he being ſoꝛe wou - 
ded e A wellbeaten, at the laſt we got to the gates of Alex.n- 
ria 
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
